VffiEHEAS, I find there is a threatened national emergenoy; 

NOV.', THEREFORE, By virtue of the authority vested in me by 
the Constitution and the statutes, and in pursuance of Part I 
of Executive Order No. 8248 of September 8, 1939 > it is hereby 
ordered as follows: 

Section 1. There is established in the Exeoutlve Office 
of the President an office to be known as the Office for Emer- 
gency Management which shall be under the direction of one of 
the Administrative Assistants to the President, to be designated 
by the President. 

Section 2. The Office for Emergency Management shall: 

(a) Assist the Fresident in the clearance of 
information with respect to measures necessitated by 
the threatened emergency. 

(b) Maintain liaison between the President and 
the Council of National Defense and its Advisory 
Commission, and with such other agencies, public or 
private, as the president may direct, for the purpose 
of securing maximum utilization and coordination of 
agencies end facilities in meeting the threatened 
emergency^ 

(c) Perform such additional duties as the President 
may direct.

By virtue of the authority vested in me as President of the 
United States and as Commander-in-Chief of the Amy and Navy of the 
United £trte9, it is ordered ?.s follows: 

1. The office of Coordinator of Information established by 
0rd9r of July 11, 1-941, ^-exclusive of the foreign information activities 

- transferred to the Office of War Information by Executive Order of 
June 13,. 1942, shall hereafter be kno*n as the Office of Strategic 
Services, and is hereby transferred to the jurisdiction of the united 
States Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

2. The Office of Strategic Services shall perfona the following 
duties! 

a. Collect 2nd analyze such strategic information as may be 
x required by the united States Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

b. Plan ana ooerate such SDecial services as nay be directed 
by the United States Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

3. At the head of the Office of Strategic Services shall b* a 
Director of Strategic Services "rho shall be appointed by the President 
and Tito shall oerform his duties under the direction and supervision of 
the United States Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

4. v'illiao J. Donovan is hereby appointed as Director of 
Strategic Services. 

5. The Order of July 11, 1941 is hereby revoked.
